Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969. 


The  previous  year's  trends  continue  and  there  is  little  change 
to  report.  The  longevity  of  local  inhabitants  remains  remarkably 
high  despite  the  increasing  number  of  risks  and  hazards  being  faced. 
Some  of  these  hazards  require  control  by  society  as  a  whole,  and 
gradually  the  public  is  becoming  aware  of  them.  For  example, 
environmental  pollution  of  many  types  and  its  detrimental  effect  on 
health  is  becoming  clearer  and  will  call  for  action.  But  there  are 
some  hazards  that  are  under  individual  control  and  yet  many  fail  to 
take  the  necessary  action.  I  refer  especially  to  cigarette  smoking 
and  obesity.  If  tobacco  and  sugar  had  had  to  be  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  the  safety  of  drugs  before  their  introduction  to  this 
Country,  both  would  have  failed  to  receive  approval. 

In  the  past  this  rural  district  has  been  relatively  free  of 
the  major  problems  to  health  brought  by  industry  and  its  attendant 
form  of  civilisation.  We  now  realise  that  the  farming  industry 
carries  risks  both  peculiar  to  itself  and  having  an  effect  on  the 
rest  of  the  population.  Intensive  rearing  of  livestock  and 
increasing  land  productivity  involve  techniques  that  need  careful 
scrutiny  for  long-term  effects.  We  must  be  careful  that  farming 
is  not  in  a  position  similar  to  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Industrial  Revolution,  when  great  strides  were  made  in  techniques 
and  productivity.  We  are  still  paying  for  the  mistakes  incurred 
in  the  19th  Century.

A  working  party  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  designated 
area  and  your  Medical  Officer  met  on  several  occasions  during  the 
year,  to  discuss  mutual  problems  that  will  arise  in  the  development 
of  Milton  Keynes.  A  report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Health 
Services  Joint  Liaison  Committee.  This  working  party  can  be 
reconstituted  in  the  future  when  conditions  are  opportune  for  it  to 
do  so.

The  Olney  source  still  supplies  Weston  Underwood  and  this  has 
been  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory  by  regular  sampling  by 
the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  575^  being  5609 
houses ,  105  houses  and  shops  and  40  licensed  j~emises,  of  which  5393  are 
supplied  with  v/ater  from  the  public  mains.  In  addition  the  village  of 
Tyringham  (26  dwellings)  has  it's  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each 
property. 
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SECTION  C  CONT’D 


(A)  WATER  (Continued) 


Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private 
supply  laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately 
records  are  not  available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are 
supplied  from  the  Boards  main  by  standpipe,  but  this  is  knownto  be  only 
a  relatively  small  number.  The  population  in  the  Rural  District  is 
15»550  and  the  estimated  population  supplied  with  main  water  from  the 
Public  Main  is  15,^28. 

Total  consumption  for  the  whole  district  for  all  purposes  for  the 
year  1969  from  Graf ham  source  (Tyringham  being  privately  owned  and  not 
measured):  Grafham  250,680,000  gallons. 

Sampling  of  water  supplies  for  routine  bacteriological  examination 
has  been  continued  during  the  year  in  respect  of 

Grafham  Supply  -  Normally  sampled  at  Sherington.  This  forms  part  of 
Bucks  Water  Board  supply  and  has  provdd  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year. 

Weston  Underwood  Supply  -  Sampled  at  Weston  Underwood.  Again  forms  part 
of  the  Bucks  Water  Board  Supply  and  has  proved  completely  satisfactory. 

Ravens tone  Mill  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory. 

Tyringham  Private  Supply  -  Water  proved  satisfactory  on  every  occasion  it 
was  sampled. 

Stoke  Goldington  Supply  -  This  supply  has  been  sampled  frequently 
throughout  the  year  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  Hand  chlorination  is 
still  being  carried  out  as  a  daily  routine.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Existing  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  pumping 
stations  in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained 
during  the  year  and  the  standard  of  effluent  has  been  generally 
good. 

Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

The  new  trunk  surface  water  sewer  and  foul  relief  sewer  have 
been  laid  in  the  northern  part  of  Olney  during  this  year  and  are 
now  operative.  Work  has  proceeded  on  the  new  Sewage  Pumping  Station 
at  Walton,  which  will  be  commissioned  in  the  summer  of  1970. 

Work  will  be  commenced  on  the  Little  Brickhill,  Clifton  Reynes 
and  Newton  Blossomville  village  sewerage  schemes  during  1970.  The 
scheme  for  the  re-building  of  the  Sewage  Pumping  Station  and  Phase 
One  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  Olney  is  being  considered  by  the 
Ministry.  A  scheme  is  now  being  prepared  for  the  replacement  of  the 
existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Sherington.  In  order  to  accommodate 
development  at  Hanslope  and  Lavendon,  flow  gauging  is  to  be  carried 
out  in  1970,  which  will  form  the  basis  of  design  of  the  extended 
works  and  possible  relief  sewers. 

The  Council  are  also  giving  preliminary  consideration  to  the 
provision  of  main  drainage  facilities  in  several  other  villages,  some 
of  which  may  ultimately  be  connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  net-work  to 
be  provided  by  Milton  Keynes  Development  Corporation. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year.  In  addition,  two  collections  of  bulky  refuse  have  also  been 
made  from  each  village  during  the  same  period,  in  order  to  secure 
the  removal  of  all  large  items  of  junk  and  rubbish. 

The  Council  have  decided  to  implement  a  paper  sack  system  of 
refuse  collection  to  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District  in  May  1970. 

At  the  centralised  tip  at  Stoke  Goldington  controlled 
tipping  has  continued.

ACCIDENTS 


One  accident  was  reported  at  a  retail  shop.  A  grocer's  assistant 
was  attempting  to  cut  a  new  Dutch  Edam  Cheese  with  a  sharp  rounded  -  end 
bacon  knife,  which  did  not  penetrate  the  cheese  and  the  assistant's 
hand  slipped  off  the  handle  and  along  the  sharp  blade  inflicting  a  deep 
wound  in  his  hand. 

GENERAL 

No  particular  item  of  note  arose  during  the  year  under  review. 
ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  ACT 


The  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity  circulated  Local 
Authorities  observations  of  H.  M.  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories  on 
the  difficulties  encountered  by  his  Department  in  the  administration  of 
the  Act.  The  Factory  Inspectorate  deal  with  Offices  attached  to 
factories,  Local  Authority  and  crown  premises. 

The  information  revealed  by  the  exchange  of  views  proved  very 
interesting  and  informative  and  in  the  written  statement  attached  to 
the  statutory  report  under  Section  60  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963*  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  commented 
in  detail  on  the  points  raised. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  Factory  Inspectorate 
averages  one  general  inspection  of  registered  premises  under  its 
control  in  each  period  of  three  years.  In  the  Rural  Area  each 
registered  premises  has  a  minimum  of  one  detailed  inspection  annually. 
At  the  same  time,  premises  which  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the 
Act  are  visited  so  as  to  ensure  that  they  remain  exempt. 
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SECTION  G  CONT ’ D 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  ACT  (Cont'd) 

The  majority  of  premises  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act 
are  also  visited  under  other  enactments  administered  by  the  Council, 
Therefore,  a  single  visit  can  embrace  many  statutory  provisions 
affecting  the  premises  and  business.  Occupiers  appreciate  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  Inspectors  visiting  their  premises. 

The  most  common  breach  of  the  .Act  Continues  to  be  the  failure  to 
register  and  it  is  only  by  constant  and  systematic  inspection  of  all 
premises  that  this  provision  can  be  enforced. 

When  accidents  are  reported  on  registered  premises,  a  special 
visit  is  made  the  day  the  notification  is  received  so  that  statements 
can  be  taken  whilst  the  incident  is  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all  concerned. 
Any  advice  on  accident  prevention  given  verbally  is  immediately  confirmed 
in  writing. 

The  Engineer  &  Surveyor  sends  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
copies  of  all  plans  of  new  premises  or  alterations  to  premises  which  may 
be  subject  to  control  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Any  changes  need 
to  comply  with  Public  Health  Legislation  are  discussed  with  the  depositor 
so  that  amendments  can  be  made  before  the  plans  are  finally  approved  and 
the  work  commenced.  This  procedure  has  been  favourably  commented  upon 
and  has  resulted  in  requests  for  a  visit  and  advice  before  the  plans  are 
prepared  or  are  in  the  sketch  stage.

The . figures  in  the  above  table  show  the  Department's  continued  close 
supervision  over  food  premises.  In  view  of  the  upward  trand  in  catering  at 
Licensed  Premises, details  of  the  facilities  provided  have  been  carefully 
scrutinised .

The  facilities  provided  for  the  preparation  of  food  were  found  adequate 
for  the  type  of  catering,  except  in  one  instance  where  the  kitchen  is  small 
for  the  proper  preparation  of  grills.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Brewers  for  improved  kitchen  facilities  and  this  was  being  considered* 
Meanwhile,  the  serving  of  grills  has  been  temporarily  suspended.

All  the  41  traders  listed  have  their  vehicles  fitted  with  personal  washing 
facilities.  Where  so  required  facilities  for  cleaning  equipment  are  also 
provided. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  displayed  in  mobile  traders  is  satisfactory* 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  stalls  at  Olney  Market  are  inspected 
each  Thursday.  Although  the  number  of  stall  holders  coming  within  this  scope 
of  the  regulations  does  vary  from  time  to  time.  Two  greengrocers  and  fruiterers 
and  one  fish  merchant  attend  regularly  each  week*  Each  stall  holder  provides 
the  personal  washing  equipment  needed  for  his  own  use.  One  stall  holder  was 
warned  for  permitting  an  employee  to  smok©  whilst  handling  food,  otherwise  the 
stalls  are  generally  satisfactory*

BRUCELLOSIS

The  samples  relate  to  two  herds  one  of  which  had  a  single  positive 
ring  test,  which  proved  negative  on  blood  test  and  guinea  pig  innoculation* 

A  total  of  48  samples  were  taken  from  a  second  herd  and  9  animals  were 
found  to  be  infected  out  of  a  herd  of  4l.  The  infected  animals  were  removed 
from  the  herd  and  sold  as  fat  stock.  Check  samples  shewed  the  herd  to  be 
free  at  the  end  of  the  year.

A  serious  infestation  of  farm  and  domestic  premises  by  saw  tooth 
grain  weevil  was  successfully  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  infestation 
commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968  when  a  supply  of  untreated  barley  grain 
was  delivered  into  a  barn,  ph.ysica3.ly  attached  to  the  farm  house# 

The  farmer  sprayed  the  infested  barn  but  unfortunately  commenced 
spraying  from  the  inside  which  resulted  in  the  insects  passing  through 
the  walls  and  into  the  farm  house. 

During  the  summer  of  1969  the  infestation  increased  to  major 
proportions  and  the  house  was  almost  uninhabitable. 

A  specialist  firm  was  engaged  and  the  house  vacated  and  fumigated 
and  the  farm  buildings  sprayed  inside  and  out.  The  house  and  bam  were 
physically  separated  before  disinfestation  commenced  so  as  to  reduee  the 
possibility  of  cross  infestation. 

Rabbit  infestations  at  Emberton  Park  were  also  dealt  with.
